THERE Is a kibbutz in the 
Negev called Erez (Cedar), 
but threeare nocedars there, It 
was aimost certainly so called 
metaphorically with reference 
to the verse in Isaiah 41.19, “I 
wilt plant in the wilderneas the 
erez, the shittah tree, the myrtle 
and the oak trec.

The portion of this Shabbat 
ends with the account of the 
immorality of which the Child- 
ren of Israel were guilty in a 
placa called Shittim. But it is 
not the only mention of the 
shittah in the Bible. Shititm 
wood was the only timber men- 
tioned and used extensively in 
the erection of the Tabernacles 
fn the wilderness, Where did 
they acquire it? The rabbis, pro- 
bably with that verse from 
Isalah in mind, firmly deny that 
Its provenance was from the 
wilderness. "It docs not grow 
there,” they assert. And out of 
that fact they spin that beautl- 
ful legend to the effect that the 


Israelites took with them planks” 


sawn from trees which Jacob, 
with prophetic insight, had 
brought with him from the Land 
of Israel and planted in Hgypt. 
This legend is quoted by Rashi.

H.L. Mencken’s challenge 


Qn day 45 years ago, Charles 
Angoff, then managing editor 
of “The American Mercury,” was 


- walking on New York's Fifth Ave- 


nue with his boss, the magazine's 
iconoclast editor, H.L. Mencken. They 
WALL Lanimgtedly diseysstar Shs Min, 
then touted as a materplece, Ang- 
off thought the novel waa a snob 
job and that the book's central fig- 
ure, the grandmother, was unreal. 

“Well, if you think so,” Mencken 
told hig 24-year-old assistant, “why 
don't you do better?” — 

That, Angoff relates, is what 
started him off on his career 88 ἃ 
writer — a career that so far en- 
compasses 40 books of poetry, easays, 
plays, short atorles and novela, n0- 
tably the nine already issued in the 
David Polonsky saga. 

Following that conversation, Ang- 
off sat up one night writing a nos- 
talgle plece about -his. alte bobbe, 
his great grandmother. The plece 
was rejected by editor after editor, 
including the editors of the Jewish 
journals, even such an outstanding 
G@lacoverer of talent as the late Hen- 
ry Hurwich, Editor of the now de- 
funct but then plonecring “Menorah 
Journal." aes 

Finally, Angoff sent the story to 
the "Prairie Schooner," the literary 
magazine published by the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska. This was one of 
the excellent college publications that 
thrived in an era when New York 
City had as many ag 20 different 
dally newspapers .(there ore only 
three today), and for the princely 
aum of $100 an aspiring lterateur 
could start up,.on credit, a monthly 
magazine with 15 galleys of type.
